able mgricultural and mineral resources, and
that is evidently destined to form one of the
most productive portions of the Union. A
yast empire will thus be opened up for osen-
pation and settlement, leading to the enrich-
ment of thn hardy pioneers who first aid in
its devulupmenl and the replenishment of
the National Treasury from a thousand
gourees now lying dormant. This is no vain
dream, no spoculative caleulation, for no man
who hns kept pace with the progress
of the times, and watched the miraculons ra-
pidity with which Wisconsin and Minnesota
have been chauged from rude wastes to the
best of grain-growing States, the celerity with
which Montana and Idabo have been made to
contribute tens of millions of dollars to the
annnal product of bullion, and the steady
growth of Oregon, can doubt, since 8o mach
has been already done withont the aid of
railway transportation, that the new line will
make this immense district bloom and blos-
gom as the rose. The day is near at
hand when the States and Territories adjacent
to our morthern boundary which lie wast of
the Mississippi will be n fair connterpart of
the fruitful and tesming Northern Stuates
looated esst of that great river, and the
Northern Pacific Railroad will be the aclive
agent in hastening this beneflcent change.

I
gress committed no greater gins and made no
worse bargains than this, voters and tax-payers
might well rejoice, for the operation in ques-
tion virtnally puls vast sams into the Trea.
sury and can in no event take a single penny
out of it. The railronds of this country have
enbanced the price of real estate to
an amount vastly exceeding their total cost,
and every mile of the new railway will give to
the adjacent Government land more than
ten times as much inwinsio value as it pow
possesses; In equity and justice, a cowmpany
which undertakes to span the continent hus
a right to receive from the nation aid similur
to that bestowed in thisinstance, and every
sagacious private land-gwper would gladly
embrace a similar opportunity, under like
conditiens.

REFOLM THE DBRITISH ROYAL
ACADEMY,

WEeommend to the Directors of the Pennaylvanin
Academy of Fione Arts, and to all others who are io-
terested in art edacation; the following reference to
reforms in contempiation of in progress in the
British Royal Academy, The London Athenaenin
BHYS §—

The Royal Academy (s about to supply one of the
defiviencies In it8 mode of tenching, of wifording par-
tial opportunities to persons who study art. Sys-
tematic instroction the Academy elther dul not pre-
tend to furnish, or Jdid not Know how to give i,
Among artists, as among people in other professions,
there are many whose mindsslowly tollow butnever
uriginate changes., A youth beging an arslatic career
by practising drawing, and should proceed from the
scnlptured model to the living one, aud parentheti-
cally,s0 to say, master the sclence of perspeotive. Mo-
derute fuollity in draughtmanahip attuined, he shoald
learn how to paint, i, ¢, to manage the brush and
plgmenta, Now, the Academy mulntaios two schools,
that of Drawing, whioh cowmprises the Antigue and
Life academics and the class of Perspeotive; aud
the School of Painting. . Thege are dstinct, exospt
that one could not eoter the 1attor without passlug
thirongh the former, It has often happened that
those whose minds are torpld and whose love for
Art I8 nominsl, atiok to studles only while they are
Inclosed by the walls of ths Academy, Kuow nothing
beyond what they learn there, aud when they go
home shuke olf their profession as they take olf
thelr overcoats, These pass (dly through the
Drawing School, and enteriug that of Painting, have
never taken brush in hand, and are ignorant of the
ordering of a palette, It s atact that some draw
thelr whole lives long and dle bad draughtsmen.
Of course an active youth readily obtalns extro-
academical Instruetion in palnting, and presents
himself for the puinting school fully propared. It
has receutly occurred to the R. A.'s that to give
systematic tnetruction in the use of the brush weuld
EAVE & Vaat amount of labor that 18 now misdirected
and wasted, and spare us the disgrace of such dis-
plays of Incompetence as occasionally oceur not
only in the schools bat in the exhibitions, The
characterisiics of a school of art are more likely to
be fmparied by training of this sort than by most
other means. The academicians have, therefore,
oifered £200 a yoar for o competent teacher—a salary
which we think lasuMelent, a8 the person appointed
will, we presume, be obliged Lo devote all hls time
to the work.

A famous engraver and ardent chiaroscurist once
demanded of & H. A, now dead, why the Academy
did not teach chiarogcurn? The R. A, took the ides
a8 8 novelty, and admitted the desirablencss of in-
struction in that branch of art, yet added, with un-
intended satire, But who's to feach !
